HE Marquis de Monteleon, 

¢ ‘ who had been here fome 
5 time, fet out Yefterday to 
© geturn to Utrecht, there to 
Sign the Treaty of Peace between Spain 
* and this State; there being nothing now 
to hinder the Conclufion of that Peace, 
* feeing the Court of Madrid have defifted 
both from their Demand of a Soveraignty 
for the Princeſs Urfini, and of the Guran- 
© dof this State in that Cafe, which laft 
© was an invincible Obftacle. Tis true, the 
* Ambaffador of France has newly defired 
their High Mightyneſſes, in the Name of 
the King his Maſfer, to be pleaſed to ule 
their moft powerful Offices with his Im- 
* perial Majefty, to prevail with him to gra- 
© tify chat Princefs with the faid Soveraignty; 
but he declared at the fame time, that his 
moſt Chriftian Majefty’s Intention is, that 
* thofe Inftances fhould be let alone till af- 
ter the Conclufion of the Peace with 
* Spain: Whereupon their High Mighty- 
* nefles have promifed, that they will 
make Application to his Imperial Majeſty 
© for the defired End. The Earl of Strafford 
* defigns to go to Utrecht, to be preſent at 
the Signing of che Treaty of Peace be- 
* eween Spain and this State. Nothing con- 
* fiderable has paſſed here touching the Af- 
* fairs of the North, ſince the laſt Declara- 
tion made by Baron Heems, by which all 
* Negociation on that Subject is referred to 
the Congreſs at Brunfwick, where the Em- 
* perour’s Miniſters have Inftruétions for 
contributing all they can to the Settling 
of thoſe Affairs. The laſt Letters from 
* Baden relate, that the Ambaſſadors of the 


* Emperour and of the King of France had 


© held their firft Conference chere in the 
© Town-Houle, to which Conference no 
* foreign Miniſter was admitted, only one 
Secretary on each Side affitting. Letters 
from “Berlin of the oth of June adviſe, 
that the King of Pruſſia was expected back 
© from the Country of Halberftad about the 
* r4th, after which his Majefty will fx che 
Day of his Departure for the Country of 
* Cleves. Baron Goertz continued his In- 
* flances for procuring. the. Reſtitution of 
© the Country of Holftein, but the Court of 
Pruſſia gave him none but dilatory. An- 
© fwers, referring that Affair to the Con- 
* grefs at Bruni wick, and re to ſe- 
cond it there Strenuouſſy. Letters from 
* Warfaw give an Account, that the Prufli- 
un Envoy M. Lollhoſſel happening to have

* plentifully the Magazines of Stralſund and 
* Wifmar, with the Corn which the Swe- 
‘ difh Cruifers and Privateets have taken out 
of Dutch Ships: And divers Ships of this 
Nation coming now lately from Danizick, 
have fallen into the Hands of Swediſh Pri- 
* vateers, who have appropriated to them- 
§ felves the Ships as well as the Car goes; 
* which increafes the Loffes and Complaints 
of the Merchants of this Country inte- 
* refted in the Trade to the Baltick. The 
* young Duke of Holſtein has caufed an E- 
dict to be publiſhed, which forbids the 
* Clergy and Nobleſſe of his Dominions to 
appear before che Courts of Juſtice eſta- 
* blifhed by the King of Denmark in Hol. 
* ftein.; declaring all, shat ſtrall he tried un 

‘ adjudged by thoſe Courts co be null: But 
tis believed the preſent Circumflances will 
not permit the Subjects of Holſtein to con-

Leſterday arrived the Mail due from 
France. 

From the Paris Lettet, dated June 16. 
Paris, June 16. Letters from Sicily of 
the 2d of. May give am Account, that 
the King ftill continued chere, and had given 
Order ſor ſiezing the Eſtates and Effeds 
which divers Neapolitans have in his King- 
dom: They add, that his Privateers have 
fiezed fome Neapolitan Barks, which. were 
bound home from Sicily, laden with Corn; 
ſo that all things tended on that Side, as well 
asin Piemont and in the Milaneze, to an 
open Rupture between that Prince and the 
Empetour. Some Advices ſrom Genoa, ſay 
there was arrived at Leghorne from Algiers, 
an Englifh Ship in which feveral Ghriftian 
Slaves ad found Means tp makecheis Eſcape 
from thence. Iis advifed from Toulon the 
3d Inſtant, chat two Men of War more and 
two Galliots well laden wich Ammunition.and 
Provilions, were failed from thence to joyn 
the 
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the Squadron before Barcelona; that four 

Galleys and two Frigates were fitting out, to 
fail thisher likewife about the 15th of this 
Month; and chat they had an AccOunt from 
Matato by ſome Veſſels which were return- 
ed, that che Barcelonets have made à vigo- 
rous Attempt to retake the Fort of the Ca- 
puchins, but that they were repulfed with 
the Lofs of above 400 Men killed or made 
Prifoners, Letters from Commercy ſay the 
Chevalier de St. George ftopped there in his 
Return from Luneville to Barleduc, and con- 
tinued there the roth, We have an Account 
from Lions, that there has been ſome Diſor- 
det there on Occaſion of a Diſpute that hap- 
pened between the Tax- gatherers at the Bar- 
riers of the Town and the Burchers: Theſe 
had driven out a Number of Cattle and put 
them to Pafture, and when they fetched 
chem in again, che Tax-gatherers ſhut the 
Barriers, alledging that the Butchers offered 
to bring in more Cattle than went out: 
Hereupon the Populace drew together and 
committed ſome Diforder ; but we are aſſu- 
red that all is quieted: Mean while the 
Marſhal de Villeroy is ordered to repair thi- 
ther with all Expedition. |
